No. TAMP/1/98-COPT.—In exercise of the powers 
conferred by Section 48 of the Major Port Trusts Act, 1963 
(38 of 1963), the Tariff Authority for Major Ports hereby 
amends the existing Para 7 of Chapter VA of the Cochin 
Port Trust’s Scale of Rates as in the Schedule appended hereto.

ORDER 

(Passed on this 14th day of January 1999) 

This case relates to proposal received from the Cochin 
Port Trust (COPT) about amendment of Para 7 of Chapter 
VA of the Port’s Scale of Rates relating to removal of over 
lime payment for the movement of cargo in and out of 
wharves. The Port has introduced three shift working from 
19 January 98. With the introduction of three shift working, 
the recess hours have undergone a change. Nevertheless, the 
Port has still been collecting overtime during the recess hours 
and after 5.00 p.m, eveiyday. In this situation, the Cochin 
Customs House Agents’ Association requested the Pott to 
do away with the concept of overtime for receipt and delivery 


of cargo. Accordingly, with the approval of the Board of 
Trustees, the COPT has proposed removal of the overtime 
payment. 

2. The matter was t ak en up with the Cochin Customs 
House Agents’ Association as well as with the CCI, (Cochin) 
for comments. These have not been received. In the 
circumstance, on the basis of the material available on record, 
the Authority amends the existing Para 7 of Chapter V A of 
COPT Scale of Rates as follows: 

Para 7 “For the purpose of these provisions ‘holiday’ means 
any day declared to be a holiday in this behalf by the 
Chairman, Cochin Port Trust and working hours means 
7.00 am. to 3.00 p.m., 3.00 p.m. to 9.30 p.m., and 9.30 p.m. 
to 5.30 a.m.’’
